CHAPTER 204.

AN ACT to amend chapter 122 of the laws of 1883 entitled,
“An act amending the charter of the Evansville seminary and
the several acts amendatory thereof.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate and
assembly do enact as follows:

Annual meeting of trustees, when held. Sicrron 1. Section
1 of chapter 122 laws of 1885 is hereby amended by striking out
the word “Wednesday” where it occurs in the eighth line of said
section and inserting in lieu thercof the word “Tucsday,” so
that section when so amended shall read as follows: Seetion 1.
The first section of chapter 272 of the private and local laws
of the year 1870 amending the charter of the Evansville semin-
ary is herchy amended so as to read as follows: There shall
be an annual meeting of the trustees of said seminary held in
the seminary building in the village of Evansville, Rock eounty,
Wisconsin, on Tuesday at seven o’clock p. m. on commence-
ment day in June of each year hereafter, to eleet that class of
trustees whose term of office shall then expire. Such elections
shall be by ballot and the persons equal to the number of trus-
tees whose term of office then expires, receiving the highest
number of votes, being not less than seven, shall be declared
elected. FEach and every trustce of said corporation shall be
entitled to vote at such election.

SeceTton 2. This seetion shall take effect and be in foree,
from and after its passage and publication.
